duction since 1940 can testify unassailable 
It is that 
war production has been accomplished in spite of some 
of tha most Incredible bureaucrat ie bungling imagin­ 
able; th a t Mr Rooseveit gave it the lull bane I it of hi# 
notorious weakness for covering up one mistake with 
two dthers; that his fondness for quai lei bai king ex­ 
temporaneously. instead of thinking tiling# through 
ahead of time, piled an extra handicap on war pro­ 
ducers; and. finally, that his adm inistiat ion lins no 
•plan for converting war production to peace produc­ 
tion. 
Mr. Roosevelt's weakness as an executive, so ad ­ 
m itted by ills most enthusiastic admirers, Is adm inis­ 
tration. 
His m erits and they are well known 
do not 
conceal

The other point t o which Oov. Dewey gave more 
than passing attention at Charleston is. politically, 
the most troublesome issue raised in tile campaign.

1940. as the Communist leader in tile United States, 
he told 
iii# party members that President Roosevelt 
wa# a turncoat because he was trying to lead the 
United States Into war; thut was alien Russia still 
wa# Germany'4 ally. 
When tile alliance cracked up 
and Russia was G erm any's enemy, Browder and ins 
party members reversed their field and berated this 
country for not getting into tile war instantly. 
T hat is Brother Browder, who is campaigning 
openly and enthusiastically for Mr 
Roosevelt's re­ 
election to Ute presidency a fourth tim e 
There is 
nothing Mr Roosevelt can do about him except ac­ 
knowledge 1dm, unless lie wants to disavow hun 
in 
the same forthright m anner that Guv. Dewey once 
disavowed Rep 
Hamilton Fish. with whom he did 
not w ant to be identified, or in tile m anner that Gov 
Dewey and Gov. Bricker both disavowed Gerald L K 
Sm ith when he tried to give them tl.e kiss of deuth 
Mr Browder is going to be mighty hard to laugh 
off or 4'xplain away 
He is determ ined to help Frank 
lin D. Roosevelt get a fourth term ii it ruins both ot 
them

RED BLUFF. Calif —Despite war, 
irrigation and flood control projects, 
the United States Fish and Wildlife 
service in northern C alifornia is do­ 
ing its job of saving the salmon 
runs th at occur in th e Sacram ento 
river in both spring and fall by 
artificial propagation. 
The conservation 
program 
was 
launched a t the beginning of con­ 
struction of Shasta dam . when fish 
th at once were free to ascend to the 
upper reaches of the Sacram ento 
McCloud and P itt rivers were forced 
to confine their spawning to below 
the dam. 
From traps at Keswick dam and 
Balls Ferry on the Sacram ento river, 
some spring salmon are hauled in 
tank trucks to Deer creek, where 
they are allowed to spawn naturally, 
and to Battle creek, where they are 
artificially spawned in one of the 
two largest fish hatcheries in the 
world, completed last year at a cost 
of more th an $1,000,000. O ther fish 
are counted through and allowed to 
ascend the river for n atu ral spaw n­ 
ing. 
John Pelnar, district supervisor, 
expected to collect at least 2,500.000 
spring salmon eggs and 10,000.000 
from the fall run, considerably more 
than last year's take. The young 
fish are allowed to depart at will 
from the holding ponds to the Sac­ 
ram ento river. 
A second spawning 
station on 
Battle creek and a th ird on Mill 
creek, both Sacram ento tributaries, 
added to a total of about 20.000.000 
fingerlings hatched from about 22 - 
000,000 eggs last year.

M 
Y FATHER was'bom in Russia but he came 
to America years ago. With my brothers Al 
and Mike, I was brought up as a good American, 


“ When I was in my teens I met a handsome 
young Navy man at a Shriners* convention in San 
Francisco. His name was Bryan Conner. It was love 
at first sight -an d you know the reputation of the 
Navy for action. Bryan proposed that night. He 
didn’t know when we could marry because he had 
to get right back to his destroyer. But we weren't 
going to wait. 


“ I rented a motor boat, went out to the destroyer 
and talked to the captain. In five minutes Bryan was 
on his way back to shore and we were married. 


“ As time passed we had a fine baby boy. We 
named him William. By the time Bill was growing 
into young manhood my husband was assigned to 
recruiting service in Atlanta. He and Bill had great 
times hunting and fishing together. We were a 
happy family. My two brothers visited us often and 
we'd have the jolliest parties and picnics. 


“ Then the war started in Europe. Our son came 
to us one night and explained how he felt about it. 
He wanted to be prepared so he enlisted. 


“ Like any mother I hated him to leave home— 
but I couldn't stand in his way. Bill joined up. 


“ Pearl Harbor was more than my husband could 
take. He had lots of friends on the Arizona, the 
Utah, and other ships. He was 48 years old but he 
asked for active duty and he got it—on » PT boat 
in the South Pacific. 


“ My brothers got in too—Al in the Army, Mike 
in the Sea bees. There they were-- all four of them 
in it, my husband and brother Mike in the Pacific; 
my son and brother Al in Africa. 


“ I had to do something, So I went to welding 
school. Aller I finished school I taught welding. 
My thoughts were always with my husband, my 
son, and my brothers. I was working for them. I 
was living for their return. On June 30th of last 
year I opened this telegram: 


The Secretary of War desires that I tender his 
deepest sympathy to you in the loss of your son. 
Report received states that he was kilted in ac­ 
tion on June 28th in the North African Theatre 
of War. 


“ Four daw later, on the 4th of July, I got an­ 
other message: 


Deeply regret to inform yon that yow brother, 
Michael ZadorkJa, was killed la action in per­ 
formance of his duty and la the service of Us 
country la th* South Pacific ob J aly 2, IX J. 


“On July 8th I read: 
Th* Secretary of War desires that I Under Us 
deepest sympathy to you la the lorn af your 
brother, Allan Zadorkia. Report received states 
he was killed la action aa July Mb, 1943. 


“Some time later I saw my husband. He was as 
shocked as I was about the death of our only son 
and my two brothers. But he was all the more de­ 
termined to fight on. 


“I remember seeing him off. It was at a subma­ 
rine base in Florida. At two in the morning. There 
was a light mist over the harbor. I kissed my hus­ 
band and he went aboard his PT boat. I watched 
him as long as I could aet him waving good bye. 


“ It wasn’t many weeks later that I opened a final 
message: 
Deeply regret to inform yea your be hind, 
William Jemdags B ryn C oner was killed in 
action la performance of Ms duty aad la the 
service of hie country. 


“ I am not asking for pity. Not even sympathy. 
My men died the way they would have liked to die 
—fighting. We must cany on their fight. 


“ I won’t be meeting my boy or my husband or 
my brothers again, but I want to see to it that other 
women get their men bacL 


“The last thing my husband wrote me was: 
'Keep up the good work at (ha bomber plant.’ 
That s what I am doing . . . welding and riveting. 
And I’m going to keep on doing it os long as I can 
stand on my two feet. I am going to stay at my job. 
I am going u> buy War Bonds. I’m not licked and 
I never will be. I’m going to live to see that day 
that great day—when our enemiea are made to pay 
in full for the lives they have taken away from all 
o f us.” 
That is Helen Conner’s story. Her tragedy is 
made public here only became it makes this fact 
crystal-dear: a war can ba won only by sacrifice.

WASHINGTON—A military po­ 
liceman crossed 
the border 
into 
Germany this morning, 
Some of 
his fellows were there before him 
and many more will follow. Although 
he may not have realized it. history 
was walking beside the khaki-clad 
soldier wearing the blue and white 
MP ann baud when he stepped onto 
German soil. 
He Is a product of the new Corps 
of Military Police, founded on Sep­ 
tember 26. 1941, Just three years 
ago Unlike the military policeman 
of the last war, he has been especi­ 
ally selected and especially trained 
in military pollee work. What he 
does in Germany, how he conducts 
himself in dealing with the German 
civilian and returning military popu­ 
lation may have a decided bearing 
on future German-American rela­ 
tions. 
‘The Military Police have been 
called the executive arm of mili­ 
tary government,' MsiJ Gen. Archer 
L. Le re Ii, Provost Marshal General, 
points out. “They will have the job 
of enforcing whatever proclamations 
and orders are issued by the mili­ 
tary government. In this they will 
co-operat* 
with 
local 
authorities 
whenever those authorities are avail­ 
able and will co-operate *’ 
CONTROL CIVILIANS 
Tin MF will enforce curfew regu­ 
lations, direct traffic, and patrol 
streets of German cities and vil­ 
lages 
His CI Criminal Investiga­ 
tion division will work on price 
control. He will control the circu­ 
lation of civilians, allowing them 
complete freedom In some sections 
of the cities, keeping them out of 
other sections. 
The MP will be 
present when they receive food ra­ 
tions, or he may dish out the rations. 
He will keep order in the courts, 
testifying In various cases. 
Tile MP has been taught to handle 
himself in a military manner when 
dealing with the Germans, because 
the Germans are a military people. 
Prom the time of the Prussians 
through the time of the Nazis they 
have looked upon the military with 
respect, and. consciously or un­ 
consciously, they will be comparing 
the American military man with 
their own German soldiers. 
Just how thoroughly they respect 
finn military authority was shown 
recently during a visit made by one 
of the of firers from the Provost 
Marshal General s office to a Ger­ 
man Prisoner of War camp In this 
country. 
It was an officers’ camp and the 
American sent word to the senior 
German officer that he would bo 
present at 9 o'clock in the morning 
and that lie wanted officer prison­ 
ers assembled, at which time he 
would talk to them and listen tq any 
legitimate complaint. 
SHOW AUTHORITY 
Promptly at 9 the American offi­ 
cer appeared at the camp but he 
was not met by the senior German 
officer, a colonel 
He was mpt in­ 
stead by a lieutenant, who intro­ 
duced himself as the colonel s aide, 
and said the colonel would be a few 
minutes late Ignoring the tardiness 
of the German colonel, the Ameri­ 


can officer proceeded without him. 
At about 9:10, the German colonel 
entered and promptly flew into a 
rage He Informed his men that he 
was their senior, and that they had 
no right to enter into a discussion 
until he was present. 
The American olficer called the 
colonel to attention, and told him 
that 
he. tin* American, was in 
charge, and that promptness is the 
first order of the military. He then 
ordered the German colonel con­ 
fined to quarters for a week. W ith­ 
out a word the colonel saluted, did 
an about face, and returned to his 
quarters. The effect on the other 
German 
officers 
was 
marvelous. 
From that time on the American 
had full cooperation. 
The American militaty policeman 
in Germany has been taught to 
make his decisions and execute them 
in a similar military manner, al­ 
ways remembering to be fair with 
his firmness 
Fairness will be im­ 
pressive to the Germans. They've 
seen a lot. of firmness from the 
Gestapo and SS boys, but fairness 
is something that they'll meet for 
the first time in many years when 
Military Government courts start 
ofierating in occupied Germany. Tire 
average German, who occasionally 
meets the law for minor reasons 
the man who gets an overtime park- 
j ing ticket or violates curfew regu­ 
lations Just because tie had one beer 
too many—will make comparisons 
In his own mind between tile fair­ 
ness with which the MP makes his 
corrections and the sock in the puss 
I he used to get irom the Gestapo 
boys.

‘Report on the Fly- 
n a Bomb.” a booklet published by 
the British Information service, tells 
for the first time the complete story 
of tho vengeful weapon that a de­ 
feated Germany hurled at England. 
Eighteen months before the first 
bomb landed in England on the 
night of June 12-13. Britons knew 
that Hitler was preparing a secret 
weapon An early aerial photograph 
disclosed to a photographic inter­ 
pretation officer of the Womens 
Auxiliary Air Force a faint bin k 
smudge which was the lirst hint 
that the Germans were planning 
a new kind of assault. 
British intelligence went to work 
in Kit rn pc and thousands of aerial 
photographs were made often at 
dangerously low levels and then 
the bombers went to work I auneh- 
ing sites were destroyed, bul th# 
British were unable to smash them 
all. 
Meanwhile, plans were made to 
protist London with balloon bar- 
rnges. anti-aircraft tire and lighter 
planes. 
These protective measures were 
effective 33 per cent of Ute robots 
were shot down the first week and 
when the robot attacks reached 
their peak, 75 per cent were being 
shot down.
